City Passenger Agent W. B. Trull of the Santa Fe received 
the following communication relative to the proposed railroad 
strike from President E. P. Riplev this morning. It follows: 


TO THE PUBLIC: 

In view of the announcement 
of certain employees of this 
company to engage in a strike 
to become effective at 7 a. m. 
Monday, September 4, agents 
the instructed as follows: 

First: To notify intending 
travellers that the company will 
not be responsible for any delay 
that may occur after the time 
above mentioned, 

Second: To notify all ship- 
pers that property,.except per- 
ishable property, live stock and 
explosives will be received after 
7 a. m. Monday, September 4, 
for transportation subject to in- 
definite delay, and shipping re- 
ceipts or bills of lading so en- 
dorsed. Perishable property, 
Mve stock and explosives will 
not be received for transporta- 
tion until further advised. 

Third: It. will.be the pur- 
pose of the company so far as 
it may be in its power to do 
so to provide transportation 
necessary for the health and 
subsistence of the communities 
dependent upon it, 

Fourth: To move at least 
one train each way daily for 
the transportation of passen- 
gers, mail and express, 

‘Fifth: To gradually expand 
these activities so far as may 
be practicable. Agents have 
been advised to notify all par- 
ties interested in accordance 
with the foregoing program and 
will notify officers of munict- 
palities that the ability to car- 
ry out our present intentions 
will be largely dependent on 
their willingness and ability to 
afford protection to the com- 
pany and its property in so 
doing. 

Agent Trull in speaking of the 
strike said: ‘‘It seems almost posi- 
tive at the present time that the 
brotherhoods will call the.men from 
work on Monday. I do not think 
that the strike will last any great 
length of time. One of the sur- 
prising features of the strike will 
be the large per cent of men who 
will remain with the railroads for 
the good treatment which they have 
received in the past.”
